Tin* <*up raee. though contested for by only 
three starters, was a gruelling stiuggle from tlie 
start Sind .Vugust Ib*lmont’s three-year-old Friar 
Rock was returned the winner over .Vndrew Miller’s 
Roamer and 'IIk* Finn. The latter was the out- 
stainliiig favorite but was decisively beaten after 

going a mile and a quarter and was a bad lag- 
gard at tin* end. Roamer and 'The Finn alternnttd 
ill the lead for the first mih* and a quarter with 
Friar Rock <lose up. The latter ehalhnged just 
bt*fore rounding into the stretcli sjuI after a brief 
drive outstayed Roamer. The rait* was five see- 

ouds slower llisin .Vfrieander's record made in 1903 
and equalled by Olambala in 1909. Johnny MoTsig- 
gart had the mounts on Campfire and Frinr Roek 
and gave Ixith of them masterly rides. 

The Saratoga Ciq> was first run in ISlC. when 
Keutiieky, the famous son of Lexington. Avon it. 
Kentucky repeated his victory the folloAviug year. 
Ruu at the trying distance of two and oin -qiuirt:n- 
miles for the first twenty-two years of its existence, 
the Saratoga Cup has always been a real “I up 
raee, and among the list of its winners sire the 
names of some of the most famous horses of the 
American turf, renowned for their exploits on the 
turf and success in the stud. 'I'lie interesting his- 
tory of this famous raee, in e;»ndensed form, fol- 
lows :

Beverwyek Steeplechase, but had to l>e dri\'en <*ut 
to his utmost to score over .Martian, coupled in the 
betting with l‘ela*to as favorite. Weldship’s vic- 
tory made it the sixth time that tJ-wyn Tompkins 
has* saddled the winner of the ra«*e. His series of 
victories liegan in 1908. when Imvator tinished lirst. 
:ind since then .Xiniir, Jimmy Ijaiie. Sir Wo*ister and 
Weldsliip. the latter having Avon the !*aee last .A'car 
as Avell as this. According to Mr. 'ronipkins, Weld- 
ship is the most frequent double A\inner in the 
world.

— At a conference held 
here in the p.ist Aveck hetAveen Dr. George A. Xlac- 
Diarmid, pnsi4lent. and J<isp(*h A. Murphy manager 
of the racing «lepartinent of the Business M(*n's 
Racing A-'-^sociutitui of Ncav Orleans, tentative plans 
for the coming Avinter meeting were *!e<*i<!ed on. 
At a recent meeting <»f the Isianl of directors it 
was 4b*< ided to op4*n D4cemlH*r 16 and race until 
Fi'hruary 20. Mardi Gras day. This Avill make 
fifty-s»*veM da.vs of ra< ing, tin* same p»*riod that was 
race<! last season. 

'I'ln* Kentueky racing season will close earlier than 
usual this year ami. Avitli Marylaml closing De- 
cember 1. horsemen will have ample time to ship 
and get settled lM*f4»re the opening date. 

'I’lu* same policy that made last Avinter’s raeing 
tin* greatest Avinter meeting ever held, Avill lie 
strictly adhen <1 to. In every iv>ssil)le A\ay the 
bunh*ii of expense will Ih* taken off the horsemen. 
'I'liere Avill lie no charge for stall rent, no entrance 
fee to purses and no declaration from them. 
Horses may Ik* s«*rat<hed free to eight. Umler 
that they ma.v 1 h* excused bj' the judges and then 
for good cause only. Tin* association Avill run 
no feed store ;iml horsrnien may buy Avhere they 
please. No horses stabled outside the grounds 
Avill be pi*rinitted to rice and in eA'cry department 
a strict censorship will be maintained by the offi- 
cials in respect to those who participate in the 
raeing. 

it has lK*en the polic.v of the association to purge 
the racing of those avIio might be considered uu- 
ilesirable and this policy Avill not Ik? clianged. Ex- 
perience has shoAvn that tin* Avay to have clean 
racing is t«> start Avitli clean men. 

H«*rman ('onkling Avill make all jockey engage- 
ments m»t pn»vi<led f</r by Avritten contract. Tiiis 
plan Avhich drew some criticism at the start, Avas 
found to AA'ork ta i>crfection and was a great pr«>- 
tection to the racing. It piaccil the public on the 
s:inie fo<ding as the professional. 

At tin* close of tin* <’!in:idian season, September 
80. manager Murpliy will go t«i Ncav Orleans to 
take up A'.ith the directors the cpiestion of purses 
ami stakes. Whih* n(»thiiig definite has been de- 
cided on. it has lK*eii the policy of the association 
to <leal liberally Avith the Imr;u men ami purses 
have lH*en voluntarily inereaseil at each meeting. 
When the anmtum*«'im nt is iiia»le the horsemen Avill 
have no cause for c«implaint. 

.Mr. Murpiiy A\ill ;ilso submit the same list of 
olTii'ials as last yt'ar, all of tln*ni men of inter- 
n‘iti<»iial repiitatitui. Their Av«irk Avas largely re- 
sponsihh* f<»r tin* phenomenal success 4»f last winter. 

Mr. Murphy is already fliHnled Avith applications 
for stabh* room, many of the applications coming 
from p;*ople win* <1<» not. as a rule, r.iee in the 
Avinter.

'I'his is onl.v exc«***ded in 
spring and summer racing in Kentucky b.v the 
anioiint added to but three other stakes, txvo of 
xvhirli are the Derb.vs and tin* other tin* Kentiiek.v 
Haiidieap. With tin* ♦*xc«*ption of txvo .wars in the 
liisti»r.v of the foiir-mib* Keiitm*k.v Kndiir.ince .Stakes 
at Clinn iiili Doxvns, the Latonia Cup noxv has uion* 
added inon«‘ 3 * than any rave ever run in this state 
in tin- autniii!i.

Luke Blackburn and His Remarkable Succession of 
Triumphs When a Three -Year -Old. 



lauiisville. Ky.. August 20.— Secretary .mcl 
treasurer H. (’. Applegate of the New* latuisville 
Jo<*key Club has returne<l from the east, where lie 
w’ent to take entries to the stake races to be de- 
cided at tlie eoiuiug autumn meeting at Churchill 
Downs. These events, which closed for entries last 
Tuesday the 22nd iiist., have filled unusually well 
aud milch better all around than the same events 
for the fall meeting at Churchill Downs last year. 

Manager M. J. Winn has set the -dates for the 
running of the stakes. They are as follows: 

Falls City Handicap, Wednesday, September 1. 
Golden Rod Stakes, Saturday, September 30. 
Cherokee Stakes. Monday. October 2. 

St. Leger Handicap, Thursday, October 5. 

On all these dates arrangements have been made 
for siiecial railroad rates on all lines leading into 



this city from all points in Kentucky. 

Of all the great iiorses tliat figure in the list of 
winners of the Kentucky St. Leger. when it was 
a r:ice for thret*-yi*ar-olds. ijcrhajis Ho* rltainpioii 
honors l>elong t«) the mighty l.uki* Blackburn, whicli 
won the 4)ig rac<* in 18844, pilot(*<l to victory by the ' 
famous rider James McLaughlin. That year as aj 
throc-year-old Luke Blackburn made one of the 
most marvellous t*anipaig!is ever scored by a Iiorsc 
of this age. In his first start that year lie suc- 
cumbed in the Phoenix Hotel Stakes at Lexington 
to Foiiso. which came on here and won the Ken- 
tucky Derby that spring. At Sheepsliead Bay, while 
leading in a race on that track he fell, and Duke 
of .Montrose w’on the race. In over twenty starts, 
those wore his two losing races at that age ami, 
during his memorable campaign that y«*ar. he not 
only defeatcil all tlic liest tliree-year-olds but the 
older horses as well, running all distam*es am! car- 
rying the highest of handicap w’i*iglits. 

Luke Bl.'ickhuni p<»ss«*ssed every requisit.'* of the 
greatest of race horses. He had dazzling sjieed and 
apparently eould cover any route of ground. When 
he really came into his own ami was at his best 
he always playeil hare and hound with his op- 
ponents and in a majority of' his races was pulled 
up almost to a walk as he crossed the winning 
line. He was a handsome blood bay in color, 
bonlering on tifte<*n three in heiglit, with a wonder- 
ful licad and neck and a heart of tremendous pro- 
portion. 

He liad tiio easy stride that 1ms lK*en so marked 
in many of our lM*st turf performers ami whi#*Ii 
enabled him to run a g<K»d race over any sort of a 
track. He was iMiught as a yearling for the rather 
small Kiiin of .83l4j by Williams Jk Owings from his 
breeder, the late Gen, W. II. Jaeksoii of Belle 
-M»*;ide Farm in Teiim*ss**i*. ami. after that firm 
iiad nict*d him as a two-year-old. they sold him 
privately to Dwyer Bros., in whose colors h** ran 
all of his great ra»*cs as a three year-old. When 
done with raring. Gem ra.l Jaeksoii paid :j524Mi««i to 
get him bark for a sire at tin* farm witer** In* was 
foaled. 

(»f all the later-day horses that Imve borne ■ a 
n*seiiibl;inee \vln*ii raring to Luke Bliirkbuni. tin* 
nearest ap|iroaeh to him is Old Rosebud, which won 
tin* reeord l\entm*ky Drrby in 1911. He {Kissessed 
the saim* friitioiiless stride in running, that is. In* 
moved to the front with tin* sann* ease and tln*n 
smothered his opp«)in*nts in tin* early part of the 
rare 4»y his dazzling exliibitioii of s|K*rd. just like 
Luke Blaekbiini did back in 18, so. 

During his career l.nk** Bho-kbiirn won twenty- 
live races and .849.1450. It ina.v be said that in* 
reproilm-ed himself in the stml when he sent to 
the races tin* great Proctor Knott, which won the 
first Futurity from Salvator. 44ah*n. Senorita and 
other crack two-.vear-olds of 18SS and during iiis 
turf career earned $80.3.70 in stakes and purses. 
Like his fumon.s sire, Pnutor Knott was not very 
costly as a ye.arling, as tin* late Sam Bryan onl.v 
paid $400 for him at that age. 

WItli tlie glamor of sm*h a horse as Luke Black- 
burn figuring among the winners ••f the Louisville 
,St. Lc*g«*r, it is ini wonder timt the running of this 
historic* c*veiit always awoke much iiitc*rest to the* 
r:ice-going public*. 

Even this early things :ire lively at the Downs 
trac*k :ind nejirly c*ver.v d.iy from now on will ni.*irk 
tin* arrlv:il of horsc*s ;it tliis course for tin* coming 
lo(*al rac*iiig sc*ason. 

Even this earl.v. things *irc* livc*l.v at tin* Downs 
course, will arrive ln*re in tin* in*xt fc*w days and 
he*, manager M. J. Winn and secretary il. C. Apple- 
gate* have devised attractive* races in c>vcrnight 
jMirscs and lmiidic*aps. with liln-ral added money, 
to feature the afterin:on’s cards on tliosc* da.vs that 
no stake race is iirograinincd. 

All tin* c*xpc*nsive iniicrovcments at this <*ourse. 
which Inive b**en under way sim*c tlic c*lose of tin- 
last spring mec*ting. are now wc*Il nnclc*r way for 
an early c*oiiipletion and long b«*fore tin* d.*ite for 
t!ie opening, c*verything will In* finished and rc*ad.v 
for action. A new fence on the east side of the 
course now takes in all the ground owm-d by the 
New Louisville .Tockc*y Club, and in time all this 
addition will lo greatly iniprovcM. The new stablc*s 
on the clubhouse* side of the i)l.*int have :idded no 
little to tin* sightliness of this, tin* most beautiful 
portion of the ground. 



ENGLAND’S MOST POPULAR HANDICAPS. 



Features Connected with the Winning of the Ebor 
Handicap by Great Racers. 



It has lH*c*n claim(‘d for Yorkshire- -and most 
likely tin* claim is well founded — tliat tiiat c*onnt.v 
of inan.v acrc*s is the birthi)lace of horse racing 
in tills c*ountry. Certain it is that to Yorkshire 
sjKirtsinen is largely due* the foundation of the Bri- 
tish thoroughbred stock which is drawn iiixui to tliis 
hour l>3' those <*ouiitries where rac*ing lias taken 
root or wln*rc* c*fforts arc* made to improve tin* breed 
of horses in gc-neral. To Mr. Darlc*y. of Aldb.v. we 
are inlM*dtcd for the valuable Arabian that sirc*d 
Childers; to Mr. Hutton of Marske. the British turf 
owes the jiosst-ssioii of Eclipse, ami the brec-ding 
and r;sc*iiig c-stablishinents of many Yorkshire 
worthies subs(>(]m‘iitly c*ontributed in a great dt-grec* 
lo the exc*c*licnc*e of the* English race horse. The 
history of sjiort cm the Kiiavesmire goes back a 
long wa.v, and many quaint contc-sts an* rc<*ordc*d in 
its annals. It has. of course, developed as time has 
travc*lled. and at tlie present clay the arraiigemc*iits 
ill c*onnc*ction with the luec-tings there c*ompare well 
with others held in high favor with the public*, and 
in some particulars they can give them a start. 
The programs include* several events of old estab- 
lishment and iiiten*st, of which may be mentioned 
(at the August meeting) the Gimcrack Stakc*s (con- 
siderably increased in value in rccc*iit years) and 
the (ircat Yorkshire intakes among the weiglit- for- 
age races, while of the handicaps tlie “Ebor” 
stands out conspicuously. 

Ill a sens.* the fibor Handicap and the North - 
unilierlund Plate can lie termed sister races, for 
tliey were formerly iKith decided over a coiiple 
of miles, but while that distance is still retained 
for the (iosforth Park, event, it lias been rediicccl 
to a mile and threc-quarter.s for that at York, 
and the prefix “Great” dropped. That ceased to 
be part of its title when general public* interest 
began to wane on the falling olf in tlie volume 
of ante-post speculation in c*oiiiicctioii with it. for 
at one period it was cpiite a heavy In-ttiiig mediiini. 
and large amounts have often been netted by the 

owners of its winners. Formerly efforts were fre- 
quently made, especially bj* northern sportsmen to 
win lH>th r.ices with the same horse, but in com- 
paratively few instances have they ?>ec*ii success- 
ful. The first iiistaiic*e was that of ruderhaiid. 

wliicli, ill addition to taking the Northumbcriund 
Plate three years in succession, won the race on 
the Kiiavesmire as a five-year-old in 18.79 with 
127 iK>uuds. his imiHist in tlie Newc-astle Town 
Moor having been 124 pounds. Lily Agnes, wiii- 
m*r of the “Plate” as a thrc*c‘- year -old, won the 
”ElM)r” the' following yc*ar, and Vic*top Emanuc*! 
brought off the double event as a five-year-old in 
1882 — the Northumberland Plate with 112 pounds 
up, ami the Ebor llamlicap with a stone* more 
on hi:s back. 

The* best pc*rform.*im*c‘ as.sociatc'd with the rac*e 
is that of (’orrie Ito.v, whicli as a fivc*-year-old in 
1S.S;1 won in a c*anter under the* cTUsher of 1:18 

pounds, giving a good sta.ver like* Hagioscope six- 
teen pounds. riiat she was formidable* ovc*r a long 
c*ours»* she had deimmstrut(*d the previous year by 
accounting for tlic* C«*sarc*witc*h. ami in lS.s:{ lu*r 
“Ebor” vic*tor.v was prc*c*c*dc*d by one in the* Good- 
wood Stake's (two miles ami a half) under 120 

pounds, and after the* York August iiic*etiiig (when* 
she was allowed a walkover for Her Majesty’s 
I’late) .‘idded to her reputation as a sta.vc*r liy win- 
ning the* Mam*hester NovenilMT il:imlicap under BIO 
pounds, luiviiig meanwliilc* ::iiothcr w:ilkover for 
;i (Jiieeii’s Plate* at Shrewsbury. Another gcHMl 
IM'rformaiice in the “Ebor"’ was tli.it of Paga 
iiiiii. wiiich won witli 1.3(4 pounds in 1S70. and. like 
Currie Roy, he was also successful in tin* (brnd- 
wcM)d Stakes the same* year. lie won a large 

iiuml>cr of races during his career, mostly over 
a distance of ground, and iiiaii.v at the series of 
meetings the other side of tin* Borch*r known as 
tin* “Scottish c*irc*uil.” He was one of the impii- 
i:ir liamlic'ap horses of his day. ami from the 
frecpieiice of his victories his owner c-anie to lie 

known as Mr. ‘Paganini’’ Smith. Fniui tiie list 
of notable aic*hievements in i‘onm*ctioii with the 
raev must by no means Ik* omitted that of isoiiomy, 
whic h scored as a four-yc*ar old with B14 iNiiimls 
up ill 1879. With odds on In* Is-at four opponents 
by a verdict of eight lengths, luit had nothing of 
any gcsMl class against him. ami tin* field was 
reduced b.v the simill cham*e there ap|>eared of 
defeating Jiiiii in view of what he had already 
clone that season. Fpoii the c|iiality of Isonomy 
there is no need to dwell, as In* stands out with 
great prominence in tin* gallery of great English 
thoroughbreds. 

From the date of its institution (1843) down to 
the middle of the “eighties” Yorkshire stables had 
a big hand in the decision of the El)or Handicap, 
and it lias often gone to the establishments at 
Maltoii aud Mlddleliam. to the Messrs. Osborne, 
Sanderson. Bates, Harry Hall and Peacock, for ex- 
ample. But when owners c-losely identified with 
sport in the north took to having their horses 
trained at Newmarket and places in lower latitudes 
many winners of the race liave been sent out from 
the turf headquarters, and the stables of Yorkshire 
have lost their pre-eminence in connection with it. 
Some horses that have either won or run forward 
in the Great Ebor have afterwards carried off the 
Cesarewitch of which cases in point were supplied 
by King Lud and Wargrave. The first-named, in 
1873, ran prominently on the Knavesmire with 108 
’ pounds up, and when he was allotted five pounds 



less in tlie Cesarewitch he appeared to possess 
something miicii liettcr than an outside cliance. He 
had. liowc vcr. to mc*«*t a niimlier of gcM»d iiorses at 
Newmarket, including sucli as ('orisaiidt*. Shannon, 
Lilinn and others witli .a reputation for staying, 
and the substantial odds of 1.000 to 43 wei*e obtain- 
able about him at the start, after the acceptance of 
40 shillings overnight. Wargrave. when lie won in 
11K42 as a four-year-old with 114 imiiids, started at 
2(4 to 1, was not then cjulte the favorite with the 
public he was destined to be, for when he accounted 
for the Cesarewitch he* not only started favorite, 
but probably* carried more money for the general 
bcMly of backers than any previous winner of that 
race. Like many anotiicr meeting, York August 

was not held last yc*ar but should it. as everyone 
liopcs, fee celebratc*d in th»* c-oming year, tlie “ElKir” 
will still find a iilace in the program, ami then* is 
little doubt that it will recc*ive an adequab* entry, 
ami once more evoke loc-al, if not general, iiitcr»*st.
